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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the RCE filed on 03/01/2010, in which, claims 
1-3, 6-36 are currently pending in the application. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an 
Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 
1935). Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 
1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's 
submission filed on 03/01/2010 has been entered. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 03/01/2010 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -3, 6-36 are allowable in light of the Applicant's argument and in light of 
the prior art made of record. Claims 1-3, 6-36 are renumbered as claims 1-34. 

Reasons for indicating Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Upon searching variety of databases, the examiner considers "preventing 
a write operation to a portion of second storage layer located below a maiden 
portion of first storage layer, and step of preventing a write operation to a portion 
of second storage layer includes defining the portion as being defective wherein 
a distinction is made between truly defective storage blocks and storage blocks 
which are merely temporarily defined as being defective" in claims 1, 6, 9, 12, 20, 
25-26 and 29 is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record (PTO- 
892). Therefore, claim 1-34 are hereby allowed.
